To  the  citizens  of  Peru. 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  for  the  year  ending  Feb. 
18,  190D. 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
schools  which  we  have  accepted. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  school- 
houses,  also  work  on  Union  Hall.  The  amount  of  money 
appropriated  to  buy,  repair  and  furnish  the  hall  was  insuf- 
ficient. After  buying  the  hall,  there  was  only  enough 
money  left  to  furnish  it.  To  make  necessary  repairs  we 
were  obliged  to  use  the  money  appropriated  for  general  re- 
pairs or  call  a  special  town  meeting  and  ask  for  another  ap- 
propriation. We  chose  the  former,  thereby  making  it  ne- 
cessary to  delay  repairs  on  other  houses. 

The  Pond  house  needs  quite  extensive  repairs.  East 
Peru  considerable  inside  work.  West  Peru,  shingled  on 
one  side.  Dickvale  shingled  on  one  side,  also  slight  repairs 
on  other  houses.  Considerable  painting  needs  to  be  done  in 
the  near  future.  f 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriations:  for 
schools,  $1,300.00;  repairs  on  school  houses,  $200.00:  for 
text  books,  $75.00;  for  the  tuition  of  high  school  scholars, 
$250.00

Our  course  of  study  was  revised  a  year  ago  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
school  board  last  Aug.,  we  made  a  few  slight  changes  in  it 
and  had  copies  enough  printed  for  distribution  through  town. 

We  have  made  it  a  practice  whenever  possible  to  hire 
our  teachers  for  a  year.  Our  school  jrear,  as  you  all  know, 
begins  with  the  fall  term,  and  pupils  who  complete  any 
years  work  will  be  promoted  to  the  next  grade  at  the  close 
of  the  spring  term. 

In  nearly  all  cases  the  teachers  have  been  satisfactory. 
While  we  wish  to  know  the  short  comings  of  our  teachers 
as  seen  by  the  parents,  we  should  like  to  have  the  good 
qualities  and  strong  points  reported  also;  which  in  a  great 
many  cases  is  not  done  in  this  town.  Often  a  word  of  en- 
couragement or  a  helpful  suggestion  is  more  beneficial 
than  harsh  censure  or  criticism. 

Some  of  us  have  undertaken  work  that  is  new  to  us, 
and  we  all  make  more  mistakes  than  those  who  have  had 
years  of  experience.  If  we  are  to  succeed  in  our  work  we 
need  your  help.  If  our  schools  are  not  a  success  you  can 
help  to  make  them  so.  If  they  are  profitable  you  can  make 
them  better.  All  teachers  that  are  true  and  faithful  to 
their  work  are  glad  to  correct  their  faults  and  failings. 
They  cannot  gain  the  highest  success  if  they  are  crushed, 
discouraged  and  criticised  by  parents  in  presence  of  the 
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pupils  or  more  especially  over  the  telephone. 

Let  me  urge  the  parents  to  visit  the  schools  and  take  a 
kindly  interest  in  the  work.  When  parents,  teachers,  pupils 
and  superintendent  all  work  together,  some  good  results  arc 
sure  to  follow. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

The  pupils  from. the  head  of  the  Pond  were  conveyed 
to  the  Pond  school  last  summer  and  fall  terms.  The  pupils 
from  the  Highland  district  were  also  conveyed  to  the  Union 
School.  This  winter  we  thought  it  advisable  to  run  a 
school  at  the  Highland  schoolhouse  and  have  had  a  very 
successful  term  there. 

As  the  school  at  East  Peru  has  not  maintained  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  eight  scholars  the  past  year,  we  shall  be 
unable  to  run  a  school  there  another  year  unless  the  town 
so  votes. 

REPAIRS. 

The  Dick  vale  schoolhouse  has  been  shingled  on  one 
side.,  Union  hall  at  West  Peru  has  been  purchased  by  the 
town  and  fitted  up  for  school  purposes.  Work  must  be 
done  this  year  on  the  East  Peru  and  Pond  school  houses. 
One  side  of  the  schoolhouse  at  West  Peru  should  be  shing- 
led.   All  the  schoolhouses  need  a  coat  of  paint. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

We  have  made  some  changes  in  the  text  books  in  the 
past  year.  We  have  put  in  new  Geographies  and  Grammars, 
both  large  and  small,  and  new  Arithmetics  for  8th  and  9th 
grades. 

Our  teachers  are  nearly  all  unanimous  in  saving  that 
these  changes  in  books  just  made  are  an  improvement  over 
the  old  ones  that  were  in  use  before. 

I  would  urge  the  parents  to  look  after  their  children 
and  sec  that  they  keep  their  school  books  in  good  condition, 
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when  they  have  them  at  home.  There  have  been  several  in- 
stances where  new  books  have  been  entirely  destroyed  in 
one  term's  use.  Please  read  the  printed  rules  carefully  on 
the  inside  cover  of  each  book. 

Our  school  year  ought  not  to  be  less  than  thirty-three 
weeks.  We  now  have  an  extra  school  on  our  hands  and 
with  the  same  amount  of  money  as  was  raised  last  year,  our 
school  year  would  be  cut  much  shorter  than  it  is  now.  Our 
teachers  are  not  over-paid.  Many  are  going  elsewhere  to 
find  better  wages.     We  need  the  best  with  us.

The  Board  of  Health  of  Peru  submits  their  annual  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  February  15,  1909. 

We  have  had  in  town  the  past  year  one  hundred  twen- 
ty-live known  eases  of  measles,  two  eases  of  whooping  cough, 
four  eases  of  scarlet  fever,  two  nuisances  removed,  four 
deaths  by  tubereulosis  which  has  caused  your  secretary 
to  make  certain  recommendations  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  with  the  result  that  they  have  brought  the  matter  be- 
fore the  State  Legislature  with  recommendations  that  some 
special  legislation  may  be  obtained  to  help  us  in  our  efforts 
to  check  the  spread  of  this  dread  disease.
